Patronage 
Racket Is 
Denounced 


Smith Urges Appointments 
On Merit Basis At 
Newton Forum 


Congressman Thomas V. Smith 
'of Illinois denounced the "patron- 
age racket" among politicians in 
an address on the "Higher Sports- 
manship in Politics,” at the third 
meeting of the Newton Communi. 
ty Forum on Sunday at the high 
school before an audience of about 
700 persons. The patronage rac- 
ket is "the most serious menace 
to the democratic form of govern- 
ment," he said, adding that a 
great many politicians are engr,ged 
in it. As a remedy he advocated 
the appointment of persons to 
governmental office on a merit 
basis and their employment under 
civil service. 

He upheld the righteousness of 
politicians in general and de- 
clared that they have a "higher 
sense of sportsmanship." 

Congressman Smith offered a 
unique definition of a politician, 
saying, "He is a man who can com- 
promise an issue without compro- 
mising himself and who can give 
an issue clean away without giving 
himself away." 

The speaker is an example of 
the professor in politics, being a 
member of tbe faculty of the 
University of Chicago. He is an 
independent Democrat and the 
author of "The Democratic Way 
of Life" and "The Legislative Way 
of Life." He distinguished himself 
for his battle with the Kelly- 
Nash machine in Chicago. 

Professor Kirtley F. Mather, 
president of the Forum, intro- 
duced the speaker and presided 
nt the question period. The next 
session of the Forum will be on 
Sunday, Dec. 14. after which there 
will be no se.ssion until January 4, 
due to the holiday season.

Thirteen hundred and fifty war- 
dens of the Newton Air Raid Pre- 
cautions services will engage in a 
"bombing” exercise throughout 
Newton on Sunday, December 7, 
between 1:30 and 8:00 p. m. in 
order to test the efficiency of the 
organization. While air raid pre- 
caution demonstrations have been 
j held in many communities, it is 
believed that this mock raid in 
Newton is the most comprehensive 
unrehearsed test of A. R. P. serv- 
ices ever to be attempted in this 
country. 

The mock air raid will not take 
place simultaneously over the en- 
tire city but two or more villages 
will be subjected to the raid each 
hour and every warden in Newton 
some time during the day will 
hear over his telephone the "yel- 
low warning” which is the prelim- 
inary warning that sends him hur- 
rying to his post headquarters. Af- 
ter the grim red warning is re- 
ceived at the Post, which indi- 
cates that a raid is imminent, each 
warden will go to his or her indi- 
vidual area for an hour of duty 
and action if "bombs” fall in that 
particular area. Not one of New- 
i ton’s wardens will know in ad- 
I vance exactly when he will be 
I called to do duty nor will he 
know when to expect an incident 
to occur when he is on duty. 

Nearly every one of the 1350 
wardens in Newton will have a 
"bombing" or an "incident," as it 
is called in A. R. P. language, 
occur in his area but Newton 
should not be severely damaged 
as the bombs in this mock raid 
will consist of pieces of red cloth 
during the daylight hours and rod 
flares after dark. A tag will be 
attached to each piece of cloth or 
flare showing the type of bomb, 
the number of casualties, the 
amount of damage and whether 
fire has resulted. High explosives, 
incendiaries and deafdly war gas 
will be indicated by these tags. 
The tags and markers will he 
placed at the scenes of "incidents” 
by specially appointed workers 
who will act without the prior 
knowledge of the wardens. 

The warden will quickly make 
out his report and send it to his 
Post either by telephone or by 
messenger and the post-warden 
will relay it to the telephone room 
of the Newton A. R. P. Report 
Center. The authorities at the 
Report Center, which brings to- 
gether all of the safety services 
of Newton, would immediately 
send out needed equipment to the 
scene of the disaster if this were 
an actual raid but this first mock 
raid practice ends with the re - 1 
ceipt of the report at the Report

The 
period covered by this increase 
was not stated. Attached to the 
petition was also a newspapier 
I clipping stating that living costs 
i were 5.3 per cent higher in Octo- 
[ her of this year than in the same 
I month of 1940. 

-Mayor (Ikiddard assured the del- 
egation that the request would be 
taken under consideration and 
studied. The request is the first 
of city employees for increased 
wages for the coming year. Sev- 
eral weeks ago the school commit- 
tee in discussing the new salary 
schedule adopt^ at that time 
pointed out that the schedule was 
based upon a revision of the prin- 
ciples of a salary schedule and 
j gave no consideration to in- 
i creased living costs.

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A public hearing will be held by 
the Traffic Committee of the New.

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Building Here 
Shows Drop 

Figures issued by the Newton 
Public Buildings Department this 
month reveal a drop in the total 
valuation of building in Newton 
for eleven months in comparison 
with a similar period of a year 
'igo. Thus far this year 931 per- 
mits have been issued for projects 
aggregating S2.609.599 in value 
compared with 890 permits hav- 
ing a value of $2,631,360 last year 
'nd 879 permits valued at $2,- 
786.77.5 in 1939. 

The largest drop occurred in 
November when 90 permits were 
''•sued valu'^d at .$176,124 against 
‘ho identical number of permits 
'•alued at $264,996 in November 
'^f 1940. Last month there were 
^^2 single dwelling permits and 
'hreo double dwelling permits is- 
ued. The drop is believed largo- 
’v due to the fear of non-delivery 
'f materials bccau,sG of shortages 
’’e.sulting from the national de- 
fense program.

Center and no equipment actual- 
ly will be sent out. It Is hoped 
that by spring all of the civilian 
defen.se forces in the city will have 
progre.ssed far enough in their 
training .so that full scale mock 
raids may be held which coordi- 
nate all branches of civilian de- 
fense. 

This first mock raid is designed 
to test three phases of A. R. P. 
work and organization: It will de- 
termine the time required to get 
the A. R. P. organization in each 
post and village on duty after the 
yellow warning is sent out, it will 
show the efficiency of wardens in 
reporting damage and the time re- 
quired to transmit the reports to 
the Report Center; it will test the 
capacity of the telephone facili- 
ties at the Report Center which 
will be required to handle a re- 
port about every 25 seconds for 
the entire eight hour period. From 
the records that will be carefully 
maintained during the mock raid, 
much data will be gathered as to 
the necessary time for the alarms, 
the time required to transmit re- 
ports and the accuracy of war- 
dens’ reports. This data will be 
of value in formulating the pro-» 
gram for future training in New- 
ton and should be a great aid to 
other communities that are less 
advanced than Newton in civilian 
defense. 

Every effort will be made to in- 
convenience the general public as 
little as possible on Sunday, De- 
cember 7.

7. If garden hose is available, 
store at foot of attic stairs. 
Be sure nozzle will give a fine 
spray as well as a jet of water. 
This is excellent for fighting 
incendiary bombs. There 
must be a faucet to attach 
hose, and this should be in- 
stalled If not available.

I ly manned on Tuesday a short time 
‘ after the initial warning was re- 
j ceived. Two women were on duty 
I at the time and rapidly spread the 
alarm by telephone, 
i Representatives of fire, police, 
public works, gas and electric com- 
panies reported at headquarters in 
readiness to direct the serv’ices un- 
der the respective controls if nec- 
essary. Many of the 1350 local air 
raid wardens were at work in Bos- 
ton when summoned to their as- 
I signed posts. TTiey remained in

JAME.S V. TONER 

A close friend and business ad- 
viser to Mr. Comerford for many 
years, Mr. Toner has had the lead- 
ing part in the reorganization of 
Boston Edison, in its financing 
problems, and in the expansion 
of its generating and distribution 
facilities during Mr. Comerford’s 
presidency. 

Mr. Toner became a part of the 
Boston Edison organization in 
April 1937, when he was elected 
auditor of the company. In May 
of that year he was named as as- 
sistant treasurer, and following 
the death of Thomas K. Cummins 
a month later, Mr. Toner was 
elected treasurer.

Newton Prepares Its Civilian Defense 


Last Sunday afternoon more than a thous- 
and citizens engaged in the plans for civil- 
ian defense of the city from possible air 
raids were staging a rehearsal of their ac- 
tivities as the Japanese attack in the Pacific 
was underway. Early in the afternoon 
those participating in carrying out the re- 
hearsals were entirely oblivious of the hap- 
penings thousands of miles away. The dem- 
onstration here testified to the prepared- 
ne.ss of Newton citizens. On Tuesday the 
alarm which later proved to be groundless 
served to reveal the weak points in the or- 
ganization. These are being perfected as 
rapidly as possible and it will doubtless be 
but a comparatively short time before mat- 
ters will be improved. Much valuable work 
has been done and we have taken rapid 
strides in home defense — much more work 
must be done. 

The alarm on Tuesday, groundless though 
it turned out to be, was “official.” There 
will unquestionably be other alarms which 


may turn out to be false. Yet it cannot be 
too fully stressed that no alarm will be 
given that might not prove to be genuine. 

E.xperience in other countries has shown the 
unbelievable swiftness of unlooked-for raids. 

They may come without warning. And thus 
Tuesday’s alarm was not fruitless. Two out- 
standing criticisms are apparent.

Mrs. Edward B. Gray, and her 
helpers from each of the clubs are 
urging that the women particular- 
ly. who arc usually the buyers of 
decorations for home use, insist 
tliat trees, wreaths and bunches 
.if holly, laurel, etc., bear a tag 
issued by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Agriculture. Seven 
' reasons are given by the depart- 
ment for the use of these tags; 1, 
to prevent bootlegging and steal- 
ing: 2. to protect the taxpayer and 
benefit the land owner to get ad- 
ditional revenue from his land: 

3, to conserve the fast disappear- 
ing varieties of Christmas greens; 

4, to prevent wholesale and wan- 
ton destruction of such material: 
.'3, to encourage the reforestation 

! of our woodland: 6, to further the 
planting of holly, laurel and Christ- 
mas trees for the market; 7, to 
be in step with other states who 
are officially tagging Christmas 
greens. 

In certain districts, it has be- 
come a common occurrence to have 
wreaths and roping stripped from 
a home. Under this ruling the 
thief would experience great dif- 
ficulty in reselling his spoils. 

The New England Wild Flower 
Association heartily approve of the 
step taken by the Conservation 
department, and also suggests that 
since holly, laurel and ground pine 
have been wasteful ly used, sub- 
stitutes should be made. Roping 
of balsam, also wreaths, are most 
satisfactory, and gilded or sil- 
vered cones and pods may be added 
for decoration. Artificial berries 
may be used for holly.

All City jDepts. Seek Pay Raise 


Croup Confers With Mayor; 
Assured Equal Consideration 
Of Workers In All Departments 


Goddard To Take Up 
Matter With Aldermen 


Late last week a delegation of 
city employees representing nu- 
merous municipal departments 
held an informal conference with 
Mayor Paul M. Goddard relative 
to the granting of increase in sal- 
aries to offset the higher costs of 
living. Previously the Newton 
City Employees Union presented a 
petition a.sking for a 20 per cent 
increase in wages for city labor- 
ers and mechanics. 

Mayor Goddard assured repre- 
sentatives of the workers that 
equal consideration would be given 
to all. The mayor is expected to 
discuss the salary question with 
members of the Board of Aider- 
men whose approval would be nec- 
essary in passing the 1942 city 
|budget in the early months of next 
year, \yere an increase granted 
the mayor would recommend the 
same in his estimates to be pre- 
sented to the board. 

In addition to representatives of 
various departments at city hall 
the police and fire departments 
were also reprc.sented in last 
week’s conference. The question 
of increases in salaries of teachers 
in the schools is being considered 
separately by the School Commit- 
tee although it is probable that 
favorable action would only bo 
taken if all city departments re- 
ceived similar consideration.

Channing Church Men’s Cfiub of 
Newton, at its regular meeting 
on Monday, was host at supper 
to the Eliot Church Men’s Club, 
also of Newton. Dr. Ray A. Eus- 
den gave the benediction and Rev. 
Mr. Murray presided over the 
meeting which followed. Special 
feature of the meeting was to 
debate as ’ between organizations 
the proposition: "Should the 
United States Join an Association 
of Nations to Preserve Peace and 
Enforce International Law at the 
Conclusion of the Present War.' 
For the affirmative, Channing 
Church Men’s Club; debaters, Mr. 
Philip Nichols, Boston attorney, 
and Mr. Arthur J. Mansfield, pub- 
lisher. For the negative (repre- 
senting Eliot Men’s Club) were 
Mr. Charles Frederick MacGill, 
of the MacGill Associates, and Mr. 
Edward J. Pease, District Mgr., of 
Sun Oil Company. 

The timely and eternal topic 
of debate was brought home to 
hearers by the presence of a num- 
ber of military men stationed in 
the neighborhood, guests as well 
of the resident club. In talent 
and the sympathies of the audi- 
ence, the affirmative made a brave 
showing: and in talent and intelli- 
gence at a disadvantage, the nega- 
tive exhibited as courageous a re- 
sponse as could bo expected. So 
much so, that Reverend Mr. Mur- 
ray as moderator left the final de- 
cision for the indefinite future. 
Much weight was placed on the af- 
firmative side by the eventualities 
of the World War after 1918, and 
on the negative side by the doc- 
trines of past leaders of the Amer- 
ican people. A question period 
before the end of the program 
allowed questions from the floor to 
the debaters, 
gram nas airanged before tlte tura 
of events that has made the dawn 
of peace again so dear to Ameri- 
can hearts, it was notable that 
no argument had to be altered or 
censored to fit the temper of the 
times. Such discussion of a seri- 
ous subject, before thoughtful peo- 
ple under present strain of con- 
cern as to war and peace, loses 
nothing in value of interest or 
entertainment. 

The occasion was one of the 
first in which civilians and soldiers 
were privileged to associate, and 
shows the possibilities for great 
good to come from an understand- 
ing between soldiers and home 
folks that their common interests 
are many and dangers very simi- 
lar. The future of the USO will 
bo of mutual help to those who 
will share in it. The evening was 
also of interest in showing how 
much neighboring social groups 
can benefit by friendly rivalry.

Russia 
To Spurn 
Peace Plea 


TRAINING 

Deftnse Police Force Starts 
Training Course— Firemen To 
Begin Gas and Bomb Course 


Dr. Colton Tells Forum 
Stalin “Never on Side 
With Germany*' 


The audience fit the Newton 
Community Forum on Sunday af- 
ternoon at the high school audi- 
torium was informed by Dr. Ethan 
Colton, world traveler, lecturer 
and member of several internation- 
al missions to Europe and Russia 
that the latter country will spurn 
any peace offers from Hitler. He 
declared that Stalin and his coun- 
trymen know that a German dic- 
tated peace would "put them out 
of business” and that they also 
know "Japan would take Siberia.” 

He asserted that, despite the 
pact between Russia and Ger- 
many after the war broke out that 
"Russia was never on Germany’s 
side.” He stated that a promi- 
nent Frenchman informed him 
that "France fell because its peo- 
ple wanted to be too happy” and 
they were not willing to make the 
necessary sacrifices nor willing to 
pay taxes. 

In other countries vicious mi- 
norities have seized the govern- 
ments because the existing gov- 
ernments were "supine” and he 
warned of the danger in this coun- 
try of "letting some minority arm 
itself and bully us around.” He 
likened Democracy to a raft — "it 
is in the water all the time but 
never sinks.” 

"I have lived under the swastika 
and the hammer and sickle and I 
recommend we keep the old raft,” 
he averred. Referring to social 
changes in this country Dr. Col- 
ton declared that the middle class 
always gets "soaked” during eco- 
nomic changes. He predicted that 
economic control after the war 
would "lessen middle class income

The monthly report of James 
P. Reynolds, director of Public 
Welfare shows that while expendi- 
tures for general aid have shown 
a downward trend, the expendi- 
tures for old age assistance and aid 
to dependent children have in- 
creased. Last month the number 
of cases of general aid was 264 
with an expenditure of SS.600 com- 
pared with 502 cases and an ex- 
penditure of $16,100 in the cor- 
responding month a year ago.

Of immediate concern and inter- 
est to everyone is the query. What 
is man. and what is man’s rela- 
tionship to God? In accord with 
this concept of creation as revela- 
tion. Christian Science points out 
that man is truly and certainly 
what the first chapter of Genesis 
teaches.— that is. created in the 
image and likeness of God.

but the truth is that his difficulty 
comes from a wrong concept of 
w’hat man is, and of w’hat God 
is. In that realm where Mind, 
Spirit, Principle, Life governs, 
there cun be no room for pain, 
imperfection, disease, disaster, 
death. The Christian Science text- 
book says (p. 468): “There is no 
life, truth, intelligence, nor sub- 
stance in matter. All is infinite 
Mind and its infinite manifesta- 
tion, for God is All-in-all.” This 
fact of creation precludes the 
possibility of a material condition 
known as sickness, disease, suffer- 
ing. As W'e understand the im- 
po.ssibility of matter being in the 
realm of divine Mind, w'e arrive 
at a state of consciousness that 
pn*vents our acceptance of any 
tluiught of sin, disease, or death. 
When the human mind no longer 
entertain.s the thought of sin, dis- 
rate, and death, such conditions 
V. ill e. 'isc to make demands, and 
We shall find ourselves free to ac- 


God is this conviction, and divinely 
inspired understanding, that God 
is Soul! 

How certain, how sure, how 
orderly, how definitely correct is 
God’s being and power defined as 
Principle! With great satisfaction 
the realm of accident, luck, 
chance, mishap, insecurity, and 
discord disappears in our quick- 
ened sense of God’s unfailing law 
and government as divine Prin- 
ciple. 

Thus does Christian Science re- 
veal the nature and character of 
God as understandable, as avail- 
able to make certain and prac- 
tical the realization of “every good 
gift and every perfect gift,” the 
realization of health, happiness, 
harmony, and every desirable con- 
dition of Ijeing. 

God is defined in Christian 
Science by these seven synonyms: 
Life, Love, Truth, Mind, Soul, 
Spirit, I’rinciple.

The healing activity or pro- 
cedure in Christian Science be- 
comes. then, the prayer of realiza- 
tion, or affirmation, or demonstra- 
tion. The type of prayer as used 
in Christian Science is typified ap- 
proximately in the twenty-third 
Psalm and in the Lord’s Prayer. 
Prayer, then, in Christian Science 
is the expression of rejoicing, of 
gratitude, of confidence, of cour- 
age. of absolute faith in God. The 
textbook says (p. 1), "The prayer 
that reforms the sinner and heals 
the sick is an absolute faith that 
all things are possible to God. — a 
spiritual understanding of Him, 
an unselfed love.” 

Every Bible reader is familiar 
with healing instances related in 
both the Old and the New' Testa- 
ment, w’hich incidents clearly il- 
lustrate and typify the healing 
ministry and activity of Chris- 
tian Science. In the tw'enty- 
first chapter of Genesis is 
related an interesting heal- 
ing, illustrating now mental and 
spiritual is the process. Hagar, [ 
with her child, wandered in thej 
wilderness, and apparently be- j 
cause of her disappointment andj 
sorrow and resentment, lost her j 
w’ay and became somewhat fear-' 
ful for the life of herself and the 
child. The healing result is re- 
lated in these w'or^s: “And Godj 
opened her eyes, and she saw a 
w’cll of w'ater." The rest of the| 
story relates how’ the child and' 
she were sustained, and of the | 
promise that out of the lad would I 
grow a great nation. 

Also in II Kings is an interest- | 
ing incident w’here the prophet, or * 
man of God, w’as surrounded by a I 
hostile military force come to take | 
him prisoner. His young man. | 
viewing the surrounding enemy, j 
became greatly alarmed. The 
healing is portrayed in these 
words: “And Elisha prayed, and 
said. Lord, I pray thee, open his 
eyes, that he may see. And the 
Lord opened the eyes of the young 
man: and he saw': and behold, i 
the mountain w'as full of horses I 
and chariots of fire round about | 
Elisha.” The incident as further, 
related tells how Elisha not only 
was not taken captive, but led the 
soldiers captive and then even- [ 
tually restored them to their 
master without hurt or harm toi 
anyone. 

The invalid who comes with 
fear and trembling, recounting his 
pains, his symptoms, his weak- i 
nesses, needs only to have his 
eyes opened to see God’s perfect ' 
handiwork man in His image 
and likene.ss— that he may re- 
nounce, dispute, and deny the ma- 
terial conditions, and claim and 
realize the true nature of his be- 
ing as spiritual, perfect man. 

Considering the.se two outstand- 
ing incidents of healing as re- 
lated in the Old Testament, the 
reader cannot but observe that the 
.satisfactory answer to prayer in 
each case w'as found in the awak- 
ened consciousness of the seeker 
' to realize or .see that his relief 
lay in the omnipresent fact of 
God’s presence, power, and har- 
mony. In following this line of 
: reasoning, bearing in mind the true 
concept of God, w'e are led to the 
1 conclusion that relief from 
any distressing human condi- 
tion is found in the 
realization that God’s w'ay and 
God’s plan is ahvays the perfect 
way and plan, w'hich, when under- 
stood and acknowledged by man, 
reveals the presence and existence 
of health or freedom indicated by 
Christ Jesus in his oft-quoted 
statement, “Ye shall know the 
truth, and the truth shall make; 
you free.” The scientific process' 
of healing, then, as taught and 
practiced in Christian Science I 
(which system is the result of a' 
study of healing in both Old and 
New Testament history), becomes j 
largely, if not entirely, a proced- 
ure of seeking, knowing, and ac-' 
know'ledging w’hat is really thej 
fact of being in any particular 
situation. 

In the tw'cntieth chapter of II 
Chronicles is related an interest- 
ing human experience, the possible 
outcome of which indicated great 
suffering and loss and unhappi-| 
ness in a w'ar on the part of the 
children of Judah with much su- 
perior forces preparing for bit-} 
tie against them. In this 
extremity the king, being a 
faithful follow'cr of God, called on 
his people to gather, in .something 
like a national prayer meeting, to 
inquire of God what could be done 
in the face of impending danger 
and possible loss. The word of 
God was revealed to the prophet 
present at the meeting, and the 
.simple me.ssage was: “Be not; 
afraid or di.smayed by reason of . 
this great multitude: for the bat-j 
tie is not your’s but God’s. . . Ye 
; shall not need to fight in this 
j battle." This declared safety and 
1 deliverance through God was ac-i 
cepted joyfully: and immediately 
plans were made for thanksgiving 
and rejoicing instead of a war. 
Presently the enemy .suffered dis- 
.sension from within their ranks 
and w’ere dispelled and destroyed 
without any effort being made on 
the part of Judah to fight. These} 
ancients, depending on God, saw 
truly that no fight was needed on 
their part, and that indeed the 
battle W'as God’s. I 

Christian Science, taking its les- 
sons from this and other incidents, I 
teaches that always the battle Is 
God’s and man needs only to ac- 
knowledge God in all his ways. 
Man, being conscious of God's be- 
ing, intelligently and omnipotently 
expressed may always find him- 
self safe and satisfied even in 
Ihe language of the Bible taken 
from this interesting incident. 
“Set yourselves, stand ye still, and 
see the salvation of the Lord with 
you." 

In the first chapter of Genesis 
appears a very comprehensive and 
remarkable statement in the.se 
w'ords: “And God saw every thing 
that he hud made, and behold, it 
W'as very good.” Sensibly and 
naturally Christian Science adopts 
this simple and far-reaching state- 
rnc-nt as a basis for the dl.scern- 
nient and acknowledgment of 
good, even perfection, in any 
:inil every real situation and con- 
dition. Obviously, this reasoning 
must make a distinction in all sit- 
uations between the real and un- 
ri*al. In conritction with thi.s 
quotation from Genesis and the 
n -ultant conclusion as taught in 
Christian Science, there is found 


in the Gospel of John a supporting 
statement in these words: “All 
things were made by him: and 
w’ithout him was not anything 
made that was made.” Surely 
every believer in the in.spired 
Word of the Bible is ready to 
agree that God could not, and 
winild not. be the author or cre- 
iior of anything unlike Himself. 
Even in our human concept of ac- 
complishments, such creations as 
pictures, buildings, poems, etc., are 
recognized as the product of cer- 
tain masters. They are seen to 
be expressions of the talents, na- 
ture, and being of their creators. 
iMuch more, in considering the 
work of Deity, must the real al- 
ways perfectly expre.ss the in- 
finite creator. 

The fact concerning the universe 
is that in God’s creation, which Is 
the real, there can be no imperfec- 
tions, no discord, no decay. This 
becomes highly practical when one 
is asked in Christian Science to 
work for. pray for. or help the 
so-callcd sick. The Christian Sci- 
ence w'orker’s first assumption is 
laturdly that the man of God’s 
r.'ulion cannot be an expression 
of ought but good. The .suggestion 
or argument of discord, pain, im- 
perfection. is belied by the under- 
standing that all that God has 


'state of mind represented In the 
I Master’s time by the words im- 
I putod to the evil spirit in saying: 

I "What have we to do with thee, 
thou Jesus of Nazareth?” Many 
an invalid desires healing, and at 
the same time is unwilling to put 
forth the nece.s.sary mental effort 
to become aroused, awakened, 
moved, changed, reformed, that he 
may experience the “acceptable, 
and perfect, will of God.” Surely 
this mental activity will be ac- 
cepted as an entirely scientific 
procedure. 

The astronomer calculates from 
knou'n locations in astronomy 
where certain stars or celestial 
bodies should be, and then turns 
his telc.scope in that direction, and 
is n.'W'arded by .seeing the object of 
his search. His .scientific ac- 
cunicy in directing the position 
of the telescope has not moved 
the .sought star, nor changed its 
( location in any particular, and his 
scientific work has simply verified 
me accuracy of his mathematical 
c'lrulations. 

In spiritual or mental healing 
in Christian Science, the proces- 
ses used to arouse the patient’s 
thought have not in the slightest 
altered or changed the real man 
of God’s creation, but the scien- 
tific mental procedure has awak- 


thereto. His humble acceptance 
and compliance with the prophet’s 
conditions may indicate an entire 
change of thought on Naaman’s 
part, which resulted in his healing. 
Certain it is that the prophet had 
in mind that Naaman must ex- 
pre.ss a change of thought con- 
cerning self before he could be 
healed. His words to wash in the 
I River Jordan, we may conclude, 
indicate that .some action was to 
j be taken by Naaman as an evi- 
dence of his faith in the word of 
I the prophet, and his reliance upon 
the power of the prophet’s God; 
and it may well denote an entire 
and joyful acceptance of the pos- 
sibility of freedom from this loath- 
.some disease through his obedi- 
ence. His action in complying de- 
noted riddance of his hardness and 
his self-will, and a childlike faith 
in the prophet’s word. The record 
further relates that he was im- 
mediately cleansed, and there is 
much to bo thought of in consid- 
ering the language of the author, 
in tolling of his healing, concern- 
ing Naaman’s state of mind as 
told in these words “His flesh 
came again like unto the flesh of 
a little child, and he was clean.” 
This reference to the little child 
is perhaps an inkling of the child- 
like thought brought out in the

made is very good, and that with- 
out Him has not anything been 
made. The Christian Science work- 
er may u.sc argument similar to 
what you have h(*ard to persuade 
and to convince himself and the 
patient that normally, naturallv, 
and scientifically man is perfect 
and cannot be otherwise. In ad- 
dition to the audible persuasive 
statement or treatment, the work- 
er will endeavor, by the suasion of 
thought, to lift the consciousness 
of the patient to that point in the 
thought of the master Christian, 
Christ Jesus, when he said, “If 
two of you shall agree on earth 
as touching any thing that they 
shall ask, it shall be done for 
them of my Father which is in 
heaven.” There is no mystery 
or* secrecy, with the Christian 
Scientist concerning the so-called 
treatment, or work, or prayer. 'The 
efficacy of such treatment, or 
work or prayer, is not due to any 
particular words in the mouth or 
thought of the worker, but de- 
pends mostly upon the recogni- 
tion and acceptance by the practi- 
tioner and the patient of the di- 
vine presence and power through 
■n awakened consciousness, or un- 
derstanding on their part. The 
iiealing work in Christian Science 
is not ba.sed on any assumption 
that man really becomes sick and 
must be healed bodily through 
some omnipotent power: but sick- 
ne.ss, .so called, is recognized in 
Christian Science as a bodily man- 
ifestation produced solely by an 
erroneous mental condition on the 
part of the patient and on the 
part of those around him. The 
original erroneous belief in near- 
ly every case is in the assumption 
that sickness is even possible. 
When man’s consciousness re- 
fuses entirely to accept even the 
suggestion of imperfection as the 
work of God, sickness will cease to 
be a menace to mankind. 

This process, known in Chris- 
tian Science as prayer, or treat- 
ment. is apparently voiced by Paul 
in the.se words in his letter to 
the Romans: “Be not conformed 
to thi.s world: but be ye trans- 
formed by the renewing of your 
mind, that ye may prove what is 
that good, and acceptable, and 
perfect, will of God." Ills meaning 
is obvious in .saying, “Be not con- 
formed to this world" that is, to 
till* beliefs of sin, di.sea.se, and 
death. Neither is it difficult to 
follow his meaning in the* .second 
(lart of the statement to be 
"transformed by the renewing of 
your mind," that one may prove 
in his experience thi* will of Qod. 
If there be any difficulty in heal- 
ing. it may lie perhaps in Ihe un- 
willingness or indilfeifnce of the 
patient in the (lueslion of being 
transformed and the lack of spir- 
itual power and understanding 
on the {lart of the practitioner. 
The so-called mortal or carnal 
mind referred to by Paul as “en- 
mity a;viin.st God" is apathetic, in- 
dilTi n Iff to change, and pcu'haps 
reb-liious concerning intelligent 
and pi rsistent activity In the di- 
rt ( tion of reform. This i.s (he .same 


ened and aroused the patient to 
the point of seeing, accepting, and 
acknowledging the fact of God’s 
creation in the perfect man. When 
the perfect man is seen, acknowl- 
edged, the sick man has disap- 
peared. Thi.s healing thought is 
expressed in the Christian Science 
textbook in these words (pp. 476, 
477): “Jesus beheld in Science 
the perfect man, who appeared to 
him where sinning mortal man ap- 
pears to mortals. In this perfect 
man the Saviour saw God’s own 
likeness, and this correct view 
of man healed the sick." 

The Apostle Paul, in the third 
chapter of II Corinthians, pursues, 
or u.ses a similar argument ba.sed 
on his di.scerning or perceiving 
the perfect. He .speaks of the 
"vail" which has blinded the minds 
of men but is done away in 
Ciirist. And his summation of 
the mental process is in these 
words: "But wo all, with open 
face beholding as in a glass the 
glory of the Lord, are changed 
into the same image from glory 
to glory, even as by the Spirit of 
the Lord." This i.s quoted by a 
modern translator of the New 
Testament in this filling and use- ] 
ful e.xpre.ssion : “And all of u.s, re- j 
fleeting the splendor of the Lord ' 
n our unveiled faces, are being 
changed into likeness to him, | 
one degree of splendor to an- 
other, for this comes from the 
Lord who i.s the Spirit,” I 

In the active experience of heal- 1 
ing work in Christian Science, one 
quickly recognizes that the same 
procedure is not the rule in every 
ca.se. One of the notable healings 
mentioned in the Old Testament 
provides an example of healing 
quite different from the mental 
argument that has been brought 
out in this lecture. The man Naa- j 
man, mentioned in the fifth chap- 
ter of II Kings, was a leper. Infor- | 
matlon was conveyed to him that a j 
prophet in Israel could heal him i 
if his services were sought. Ob- } 
viously, Naaman was not a fol- ' 
lower of the Hebrew religion, but 
went to this stranger, the prophet 
Eli.sha, to bo healed. In the read- 1 
ing of this incident one sees that j 
the prophet knew of his coming 
and had apparently decided on the 
method of treatment before the 
arrival of Naaman and his com- 1 
pany of followers. In thi.s ca.se the 
prophet did not even .see the pa- 
tient, but .sent his servant with a| 
me.ssage to Naaman to go and 
wash .seven times in the River 
Jonian, with the promi.se that he 
would be clean. At first Naaman 
was unhappy and unw'illing to 
comply with the prophet’s direc- 
tion, perhaps on the theory that 
there were rivers In his own coun- 
try that were cleaner and clearer 
anil more buoyant than the River 
Jordan appeared to be, and he 
thought that if it were just a 
(|Ueslion of dipping in the river 
the waters of his own rivers would 
be more effective. However, .some- 
one in his party called to 
Naaman’s attention, the reason- 
ableness of the prophet’s reipiest 
and the necessity for obedience 


Master’s ministry that he who 
humbles himself as a little child, 
"the same is greatest in the king- 
dom of heaven.” 

Christian Science in this spirit- 
ual interpretation, or version, of 
the Bible, brings out frequently 
the connection and relationship 
between the Old and the New 
Testament, thus affording the 
student an occasional glimpse of 
the continuity and scientific ap- 
pearance and understanding of the 
divine presence and divine power 
through the ages of thought repre- 
sented in the Holy Scriptures. 
(See Science and Health, p. 174: 
17-21.) 

One of the important features 
recognized and taught in Christian 
Science healing is the allne.ss of 
God and His creation, and the 
nothingne.ss of all evil, which is a 
term u.sed to describe the unreal, 
or all that is unlike God. Wo can 
scarcely think or desire a more 
satisfying truth, or fact, than thej 
allne.ss of God and His creation. 
One could scarcely believe that 
any thinking Christian would di.s- 
pute (he proposition of God’s all- 
ncss, which is so often brought 
out in Scriptural passages: yet the 
same Christians might and do dis- 
pute the teaching of Christian Sci- 
ence that there can be no sickne.ss, 
no imperfection, no evil in God’s 
universe, because .such conditions 
are no part of God and, there- 
fore. are impossible and unreal. 

In the Preface to the Christian 
Science textbook is this expres- 
sion (p. vii): “To tho.se leaning 
on the sustaining infinite, to-day 
i.s big with blessings. . . .The time 
for thinkers has come," Surely 
the Christian thinker is ready to 
adopt as his theory of life the 
.scientific fact of God’s allness and 
the perfection of God’s creation. 

The writer of the second chap- 
ter of Genesis, in his effort to de- 
scribe a material creation, pre- 
faces his de.scription of material 
creation by reference to a mist 
that went up from the earth. In 
Christian Science this mist is 
treated as mystification, or mis- 
take, or mi.sunderstanding, or the 
“Vail” mentioned by Paul, or 
darkness. Every belief or sugges- 
tion of sickness, or accident, or 
discord, or sin, is but the appear- , 
ance (as suggestion) of this mist 
which went up from the earth and 
which obviously did not come from 
God. We know in nature that a 
mist is dispelled by light, and the 
effort in Christian Science towards 
healing is always a search for and 
pursuit of light or truth, which 
obviously dispels or destroys the 
mist, and reveals God in His 
allne.ss. 

A further illustration as proof 
that healing as practiced by Je.sus 
was u recognition of God’s power 
as always pre.seni, rather than 
healing being a .so-called miracle, 
or supernatural intervention of 
(lie Father, Is to bo found in the 
healing of Lazarus as related In 
(he eleventh chapter of John’s 
Gospel. 'Fhe Master’s prayer in- 
dic.'ites his state of thought. 
"Father, I thunk thee that thou 


hast heard me. And I knew that 
thou hearest me always: but be- 
cause of the people which stand 
by I .said it, that they may be- 
lieve that thou hast .sent me.” 
The further relation of the inci- 
dent brings out Jesus’ calling 
Ltizarus to come forth, and the 
man was restored to life. Surely 
we must conclude that Jesus knew 
all the time that man’s life is 
immortal and perfect as the gift 
of God, and the words of the 
prayer are but indications of his 
confidence that there is no death. 
It was thi.s sureness and thorough 
understanding of .spiritual, per- 
fect manhood that enabled him to 
speak the awakening word that 
called Lazarus from the dream of 
death. 

In Christian Science there are 
no .set words or formulas for 
prayer or treatment. Indeed, the 
use of formulas is forbidden in the 
practice of healing. The inquirer, 
or the one seeking to use Chris- 
tian Science, needs this basic 
truth and understanding of God’s 
perfection, and man’s con.scquent 
perfection as the image and like- 
ness of God. As he is filled with 
this state of consciousness, and 
made sure through his understand- 
ing of the fact that he is the ex- 
pression, and reflection, and im- 
age and likeness of God, he asserts 
his health, his activity, his well- 
being: and his faith being well 
grounded and founded, his healing 
i.s the result. This is in accord 
with Jesus’ statement, “What 
things .soever ye desire, when ye 
pray, believe that ye receive 
them, and ye shall have them.” 

One of the very vivid state- 
ments and promises of the Master, 
calculated to produce unfailing 
courage in man, is, “Behold, I 
give unto you power to tread on I 
serpents and scorpions, and overj 
all the power of the enemy: and 
nothing shall by any means hurt 
you.” Obviously, this enemy is 
the mist already referred to, and 
the power promised by the Master ! 
is the light, or truth, that dispels} 
and destroys the mist. In this, and ! 
in all arguments in Christian ' 
Science, we are quickly enabled to I 
understand how Jesus could make 
with confidence the statements 
concerning the manifestation of 
God and His Power with such 
perfect assurance. Surely that 
period of understanding is dawn- 
ing in human consciousness when 
the truth so ably propounded by 
Jesus is to be accepted more 
generally by Christians every- 
wher'. Surely the time approach- 
es w'.ien men will seek the truth, 
will pursue the truth, will give 
all in an effort to have the 
truth, that the salvation promised 
by Tii'j Master mciy become a real- 
ity m our human experience. 
Sui’w’y the word of the prophet 
ol o :1 shall find its fruition in 
ni. (! . n experience: "Break up 
yoi;.' fallow ground: for it is time 
to ; k the Lord, till he come 
and V in righteousness upon you.” i 
Out Ol ihe i.iultiplici’.y of human 
theories concerning .ivedom, do- 1 
minion, and universal human wel- 
fare that are being propounded 
will come a definite and final in- 
spire! i effort of humr.nity to 
break up the fallow grou.id and to' 
.seek the Lord until He be found, 
and until the rain of righteous- 
ness be upon us. 

Christian Science is pointing 
the way. The textbook of Chris- 
tian Science is leading human 
thought to an understanding and 
to a possession of the facts of di- 
vine creation, even to realization 
and acknowledgment of man’s 
present perfection, and the possi- 
bility of a pre.sent acceptance of 
health, life, and happiness, even 
the possession of “every good 
gift and every perfect gift,” de- 
noting an acknowledgment of 
God’s perfection here and now. 

The book of Revelation reveals 
John’s perception of wonderful 
possibilities for man in this pres- 
ent state of being. From his 
mount of vision he perceived a i 
new heaven and a new earth, and' 
man as the blessed child of God, | 
which is but a recognition of, 
Jesus’ promise, “The kingdom of 
God is within you.” The Christian 
Science textbook says (p. 574), j 
"This spiritual consciousness is 
therefore a present possibility." | 

Business ! 

From a material standpoint, hu- 1 
man beings face the need for food, 
lodging, and necessities for every- 
day existence. To meet this need, 
men and women are ordinarily 
engaged in some kind of activity 
known as work or business. The 
desire for some such expression in 
life is well-nigh universal, and is 
often founded upon the thought 
of being serviceable and useful 
to others. This is a proper spir- 
itual basis for scientific activity in 
the business world, and one so en- 
gaged will find much in the Bible 
and in the teaching of Christian 
Science that will be helpful in 
pointing him to success. 

Jesus emphasizes the necessity 
of service in man’s activity as 
well us the necessity of seeking 
that activity in the spiritual 
realm. He said “Give, and it shall 
be given unto you; good measure, 
pressed down, and shaken to- 
gether, and running over, shall 
men give into your bosom. For 
with the same measure that ye 
mete withal it shall be measured to 
you again.” Also he said, “Seek ye 
first the kingdom of God and his 
righteousness; and all these things 
.shall be added unto you.” In this 
connection it is interesting to 
notice the statement of one of the 
Old Testament prophets, ' Bring 
ye all the tithes into the store- 
house, that there may be meat in 
mine house, and prove mo now 
herewith, suith the Lord of liosts, 
if I will not open you the win- 
dows of heaven, and pour you out 
a ble.ssing, that there shall not 
be room enough to receive it.” 
Giving, .seeking the kingdom of 
God, and bringing the tithes, are 
all of the same texture, or truth, 
and they voice the necessity of our 
rendering some service, provid- 
ing .some action and activity 
which will result in the pouring 
into our lives of great blessings. 

In the Christian Science text- 
book, on page 595, among other 
definitions of “tithe” are these 
.spiritual ones: “Contribution; . . . 
homage; gratitude.” In consider- 
ing the tithes that one may bring 
into God’s storehou.se, that Is, 
that one needs to make active in 
his own consciousness, we may 
well bear in mind "coiilribution; 


. . . homage; gratitude,” a.s well 
as other qualitie.s set forth by 
Bible writers, such as, “Whatso- 
ever things arc true, whatsoever 
things arc honest, what.socver 
things are just, whatsoever things 
are pure, whatsoever things are 
lovely, whatsoever things are of 
good report; . . . think on these 
things.” And again from II Peter, 
“Giving all diligence, add to your 
faith virtue; and to virtue knowl- 
edge; and to knowledge temper- 
ance; and to temperance patience; 
and to patience godline.ss; and to 
godline.ss brotherly kindness; and 
to brotherly kindness charity." 
How often we have seen in- 
stances in the lives and business 
experience of certain people where 
they have brought thc.se and other 
tithes into the storehouse, and how 
truly the blessings have poured! 
Surely man will not neglect in 
business this opportunity, this ne- 
cessity, this requirement, to bring 
the tithes into the storehouse. 
Such is the teaching of Christian 
Science. 

In consideration of man’s busi- 
ness possibilities we may well take 
a lesson from the life of the 
ma.ster Christian. It is generally 
believed that from twelve to 
thirty, or thereabouts, the Master 
followed the business of carpen- 
try. At twelve his remark in the 
temple to his mother would in- 
dicate that whatever he did it 
must be about his “B’athcr’s busi- 
ness.” The quiet eighteen years 
in the carpenter shop at Nazareth 
must have seen the production of 
many yokes and plows and carts 
and other useful implements of 
the farm and household. Through 
these eighteen years there was 
undoubtedly another side to the 
Master’s business career. During 
the hours when he was fastening 
a yoke, or expertly completing a 
cart, he must have been mentally 
con.scious of the perfection of cre- 
ation, and thi.s constant conscious- 
ness of God’s perfect way must 
have been the dominating thought 
in all his work and life. At 
thirty, then, after these eighteen 
years of quiet, constant medita- 
tion upon the things of God’s 
perfection, perhaps exemplified in 
his own human creations in beau- 
tiful workmanship, the Master 
was ready for the most glorious 
experience in helping men, and in 
pointing the way, that the world 
can ever know. 

Within the grasp of every man 
connected with a right human 
business activity is the divine 
possibility of being about his 
Father’s business, even as the 
r.Iaster was. He can be perfect in 
his honesty, just in his considera- 
liiin of customers, harmonious in 
his dealings with competitors un- 
til tlie activity would not be com- 
ix tit ion but co-operation; he can 
’ intelligently intent upon mak- 
ng the activity perfect, satisfac- 
tory, enduring the constant vision 
of perfection enjoyed by the Mas- 
ter: he can well go forward day 
after day and year after year with 
a quiet, confident expectancy that 
this earnest endeavor to be about 
his Father’s business is qualify- 
ing him for teaching, healing, and 
.saving his fellow man, until in- 
deed he can realize in all its full- 
ness and glory the promise voiced 
by the Master himself, the expres- 
sion of God’s love and bounty 
toward His children, “Son, thou 
art over with me, and all that I 
have is thine.” 

Discoverer and Founder 

The Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science, Mary Baker 
Eddy, having first been able to 
prove in her own human experi- 
ence the availability of God’s 
law and God’s power to solve 
human problems, enlarged and in- 
creased her study of the Bible, 
perceiving in the course of her 
study the need of spiritual in- 
terpretation and understanding of 
the Bible as dirc’cted even by the 
P.Iaster in the statement that God 
must be worshiped “in spirit and 
in truth.” Her efforts to promote 
and make practical and effective 
a .spiritual concept of Life were 
met naturally with great human 
opposition and hostility, for the 
method and the plan were radi- 
cally opposed to the common 
leaching and experience of hu- 
manity. With almost incredible 
patience, faith, unsellishne.ss, and 
nersistence. Mrs. Eddy continued 
her efforts, and they were mag- 
nificently rewarded in world-wide 
recognition of a spiritual discov- 
ery, on her part, and a spiritual 
renaissance which has brought 
great comfort, healing, and bles- 
sing to multitudes. 

Mrs. Eddy’s plans and pro- 
posals for church activity and 
church maintenance may have 
seemed unusual or even impo.ssible 
in the beginning as she turned 
thought toward infinite supply 
and divine direction rather than 
to the ordinary human plans of 
churches. The experience of the 
years has proved how wisely and 
well the foundations of the Chris- 
tian Science movement were laid 
by its Discoverer and Founder. She 
perceived the need of human agen- 
cies for the spread of this gospel, 
and in due time established a Pub- 
lishing Society that has been and 
continues to be a very wholesome 
activity in sending out this mes- 
sage of healing and truth through 
its various publications to all the 
civilized world. She founded a 
church. The Mother Church, from 
which has grown a great number 
of branch churches throughout 
the civilized world that are con- 
tinually propounding and proving 
thi.s spiritual power and activity 
for the benefit of all who are will- 
ing to hear and to heed. After 
the discovery of Christian Sci- 
ence. Mrs. Eddy devoted herself 
a.ssiduously, energetically, with a 
wholly consecrated energy and ef- 
fort, to the teaching and prov- 
ing of this spiritual truth. She 
gave her all to her discovery, and 
the results of her consecration 
and devotion are ample testi- 
monies to the purity and perfec- 
tion of her vision which enabled 
her to say (Message to The Moth-

Americans to see that nothing 
hampers the movement of the 
mails. Even at this early date, 
tons of mail are pouring into the 
offices within the Boston Postal 
District. It is a definite sign that 
the public is realizing the enor- 
mous task at hand and are will- 
ing to co-operate. They must co- 
operate, is the way it is put by 
Mr. John W. Gleavy, Acting Post- 
master of Boston. Times are dif- 
ferent and although every effort

Under war conditions hospitals 
are among the most important in- 
.stilutions of every community. 
The Newton Hospital stands today 
in a vital relation to the defense 
of Newton and Wellesley. The 
maintenance of its high standard 
of service is therefore one of the 
tasks to which the community will 
dedicate itself in this time of 
stress. 

Sixty years ago a group of 18 
citizens of Newton associated 
themsclv'cs for the purpose of> 
“founding maintaining an institu- 
tion for the care and treatment of 
sick, disabled and infirm persons.” 

Generous people contributed 
money and the Newton Cottage 
Hospital had its beginning. About 
10 years later the name was 
changed to Newton Hospital; and 
22 years ago the people of Wel- 
lesley began to share in its sup- 
port and in its privileges. 

Newton Hospital is a charitable 
Institution. It is managed by an 
elected board of trustees, the 
members of which give of their 
time freely to sec to it that we 
have for our use a first-class hos- 
pital — one that is given a first 
class rating by the American Med- 
ical Association and by the Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons. 

The Newton Hospital belongs to 
all of the people of Newton and 
all of the people of Wellesley. 
Surely if there were no hospital to 
serve these communities, the peo- 
ple of Newton and Wellesley would 
co-operate to see to it that one 
was established. To keep going 
the fine hospital we have they are 
called upon annually to contrib- 
ute such an amount as will make 
up the difference between the ex- 
pense of operating the hospital 
and the income received from pa- 
tients for their care, plus income 
from investments and small 
amounts from other sources. 

Patients who can afford to do 
so. pay for the full cost of their 
care. Many cannot afford to pay 
the full cost and pay less than 
cost. Some can afford to pay noth- 
ing and they pay nothing. 

In 1940 there were 6,550 pa- 
tients who received care at New- 
ton Hospital. They were given 
care for a total of 69,282 days. Of 
this number, 2,715 patients re- 
ceived 25,132 days of care at less 
than cost; and 1,512 patients re- 
ceived 17,946 days of care with- 
out any charge whatever. In ad- 
dition, 5,497 patients were given 
17,243 treatments in the Out Pa- 
tient Department for nominal fees 
or none at all. 

To put the matter another way 
— In 1940 the cost of caring for 
patients was $486,702; these pa- 
tients were charged $401,640; the 
cost over the amount charged was 
$85,062. 

That’s about the way the losses 
run every year. In 1941 charges 
were increased in order to help 
meet the increased costs due to 
present conditions, but the losses 
continue. 

How are these losses taken care 
of? As individuals we can’t in- 
definitely spend more than we 
take in and escape bankruptcy. 
Neither can Newton Hospital. 
Well, Newton Hospital takes care 


of its deficits principally about 
like this: » 

Over the years gepclnUs i»o- 
ple will, or otherwise, haVe given 
capital sums to the hospital. This 
money has been invested. 'I^e 
interest and dividends in 1940 
amounted to $21,546. The aver- 
age return on such investments is 
less than it onco was and the 
trend docs not offer any hope for 
an increased average return. 'I^o 
same trend gives much worry to 
those who are responsible for the 
management of all charitable in- 
stitutions. Other money contrib- 
uted during the sixty years of Its 
existence has been used for the 
erection of hospital buildings, for 
furnishing them and for medical 
and surgical equipment. The need 
for such gifts and bequests was 
never greater than it is today. 

The people of Newton through 
the Newton Community Chest in 
1940 contributed $49,991; the peo- 
ple of Wellesley through the Wel- 
lesley Community Chest $8,000. 
and Welle.sley Hospital Fund 
,$2,000. Then there were individ- 
ual and group donations and cer- 
tain collections which made up the 
rest of the loss for the year 1940. 

In 1940 there were 3150 oper- 
ations of all kinds, 6090 x-ray en- 
tries. 810 babies horn, 63,694 lab- 
oratory tests, 1,878 accidents 
treated, 189.01 daily average num- 
ber of patients, 6385 patients ad- 
mitted. 

In 1940 there were 70 physi- 
cians and surgeons who without 
any charge whatever gave their 
services to public ward patients 
and outpatients. 


Withdraw Plea 
Zoning 
Restriction 


A request has been filed with 
city authorities a.sking leave to 
withdraw the petition filed a few 
weeks ago by West Newton resi- 
dents rezoning land on Watertown 
st. for private residence to single 
residence. The change had been 
requested to prevent the construc- 
tion of two family houses in the 
section which was described as 
land on the north side of Water- 
town st. the vicinity of Eliot ave., 
Randlctt park. Fairway drive, and 
land at the northerly extension of 
Bunker lane. 

In his letter to the Aldermen re- 
questing that the matter be given 
leave to withdraw, Cornelius F. 
Hurley, whose name headed the 
list of signers, stated that the 
property owners had been in- 
formed that the petition was not 
in proper order because it failed 
to designate whether the change 
of zone desired was Single Resi- 
dence A, B or C. Zoning amend- 
ments adopted a year ago provid- 
ing for the three classifications 
now make it necessary for peti- 
tioners to specify which classifica- 
tion is desired. In withdrawing 
the plea no indication was given 
whether or not the petitioners 
planned to present a properly 
drawn petition in the future.

Although building activities 
slumped last month, Newton held 
first place in residential construc- 
tion among the municipalities In 
the state, according to the report 
of the State Department of Labor 
and Industries. 

Building permits Issued last 
month revealed that municipalities 
where ’ expenditures exceeding 
$50,000 in value were planned were 
as follows: Newton, $148,300; Wel- 
lesley $91,400; Springfield, $74,- 
850; Worcester, $67,300; Pittsfield, 
$65,500; Norwood, $58,300; Lynn, 
$58,100. 

Newton also led in the number 
of family accommodations planned 
ns follows: Newton, 28; Spring- 
field, 20; Worcester, 17; Norwood, 
15; Lynn, Saugus and Wellesley, 
14 each; Pittsfield and Weymouth, 
13 each; Peabody, Quincy and 
Waltham, 12 each. 


Salvation Army 
Campaign Nears 
Goal of S6000 


A little less than $1700 is need- 
ed to make the 1941 appeal of 
The Salvation Army in Newton 
a succc.ss, according to the latest 
report of William M. Cahill, cam- 
paign treasurer and also treas- 
urer of the Newton Trust Com- 
pany. Six official collectors will 
continue the contacting of men 
and women at their homes and 
ofiices, it was indicated by Doug- 
lass B. Francis, state representa- 
tive, who as chairman of the spon- 
.soring group is hopeful that by 
next week’s report an all-out-vic- 
tory will bo recorded. 

The 1941 goal is .$6000, which 
is the largest quota for any Mas-- 
sachusetts town where no corps’ 
organization is located. The 
amount collected to date is over 
$4300.

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Newton Woman 
Is Author of 
Story With Music

“Christmas Comes To Michael,” 
a story with music just published 
by Bruch Humphries, Inc., Boston, 
is from the pen of a Newtonian, 
Lilian Middleton, better known as 
a poet and musician. 

With two original songs and an 
old but unfamiliar (here in this 
country) setting for a traditional 
Christmas hymn, the gaily covered 
gift book in red, white and blue 
has decorations by C. Sally Low, 
charmingly drawn. 

Probably no writer except one 
to the idiom born could make her 
characters live and breathe in a 
genuine Irish spirit. “Michael” 
is a bit of the auld sod transplant- 
ed to the printed page, not by dia- 
lect in the^ fal.sctto tenor manner 
of the singers of Irish songs, but 
by phraseology, the true Gaelic 
idiom which docs not depend on 
brogue or dialect. 

Newtonians who were fortunate 
enough last Christmas-tide to hear 
the author read “Christmas Comes 
to Michael’’ before the Round 
Robins at the West Newton Uni- 
tarian Church will welcome the 
printed edition, for here is a bit 
of Christmas spirit for the child 
or adult to enjoy. 

Lilian Middleton in private life 
is Mrs. M. J. McMullen of 256 
Austin st.. West Newton, mother 
of two sons. A member of the 
New England Poetry Society, Lil- 
ian Middleton’s verse has won 
prizes for two years. She is also 
a member of the Manuscript Club 
of Boston. For three years she 
has been a member of the Wom- 
en’s Symphony Orchestra of Bos- 
ton, conducted by Alex. Thiedc 
and often plays ’cello in a string 
trio besides. 

Of English Quaker and French 
Huguenot ancestry, Lilian Middle- 
ton was born near Dublin in Ire- 
land. Her childhood was varied 
with dogs and riding to hounds in 
Ireland, where her English Qua- 
ker family settled as gentlemen 
farmers, an English school at Po- 
1am Hall in Darlington, Durham, 
and vacations in France. In Lon- 
don she married an Irishman 
whoso home was in Franco and 
they came to America and thence 
to Newton. 

Musicians and miniature paint- 
ers and other artistic folk abound 
on her maternal family tree. It 
was her great-grandfather, Jo- 
hannes Bomard Logior, a French 
musician and composer, who is re- 
membered ns the Inventor of the 
keyed bugle. His portrait hangs 
in her living room. 

Incidentally, Lilian Middleton 
appears on the Newton poets’ eve- 
ning of the poetry course at the 
Newtonville Library on Decem- 
ber 4.

The regular meeting was held 
on Monday at the Brae Burn Golf 
Club with Vice-President Mathew 
Ruane presiding. The speaker was 
Mr. John M. Bicror, chairman of 
Committee of Public Safety in 
Newton and he was introduced by 
Douglass B. Francis. 

Mr. Bicror gave a very inter- 
esting story of what has happened 
and is happening in Newton to- 
ward defense. Ho stated that the 
work is divided into three parts: 
What we may expect, what New- 
ton has done and what the indi- 
vidual can do. 

Soon after the committee was 
formed there were only about 39 
who were interested enough to en- 
roll and take the ARP course, but 
after a few months a mass meet- 
ing was held at the High School 
and about 1100 joined the defense 
work. 

He said that during the Civil 
War the soldiers were the only 
ones who lost their lives with the 
exception of one civilian. Today 
the conditions are much different 
with armies mechanized and air- 
planes with their incendiary, high 
explosive and gas bombs. He said 
that all civilians should know how 
to handle incendiary bombs and he 
stressed the need for everyone to 
do away with all rubbish around 
their homes and places of busi- 
ness. 

Ho stated that the Red Cross 
and the City Government were 
working with the Committee of 
Public Safety 100 per cent. There 
are about '750 persons who are 
taking the 20-hour Red Cross 
course and around 1.500 wardens 
scattered over the city so that 24- 
hour service is being rendered. He 
said that there is still opportunity 
for more to volunteer their serv- 
ices. 

He stressed the need for all to 
know beforehand, what they are 
going to do in ca.se of a bombing 
and warned all, "to keep cool,”

IMoro Phone Service 

Following the A. R. P. demon- 
strations on Sunday, Dec. 7th, one 
of the chief weaknesses revealed 
was the delay experienced by air 
raid wardens in contacting the 
Newton Centre report center by 
telephone. 'Two additional lines 
have been installed whore calls 
are received, increasing the serv- 
ice by a third, and making eight 
lines available. 

There are ton telephone lines in 
the control room where the chief 
warden and his assistants receive 
the messages as they are relayed 
from the telephone room by boy 
scouts serving as messengers. Tel- 
ephone bells have been replaced 
by flashing lights, eliminating con- 
siderable noise and confusion re- 
sulting from the ringing. In the 
control room the chief warden 
reads the messages, giving the lo- 
cation and amount of damage 
done and the others, seated be- 
fore their telephones promptly dis- 
patch orders sending needed serv- 
ices to the scone.

Although more than 1500 air 
raid wardens are enrolled for ser- 
vice in emergency there are vari- 
ous sections of the city where ad- 
ditional wardens are needed.

RFI) C;ilC)SH VOLIJNTEEIIH IN 
TWO WARS 


By Florenro E. Whlttlf*r 

For tho most part, it’s the older 
generation, the women who boro 
the heartache and the humani- 
tarian and liome defense brunt of 
the First World War who arc 
again carrying on in volunteer 
work for the American Red Cross. 
It is probably the same in many 
Red Cross chapters from coast to 
coast and in Britain, too, al- 
though of course the younger gen- 
eration there, being definitely in- 
volved in war, is working side by 
side with the older group. 

Take for example the West New- 
ton Unit of tho Newton Red Cross 
Chapter, one of a dozen units in 
the Garden City. Newton rates 
among the hardest -working and 
most generously humanitarian sub- 
urbs in the metropolitan area. 

Of the nineteen Newton women 
whose individual portraits made 
up a page spread in the Boston 
Sunday Herald rotogravure sec- 
tion in the 1917-18 World War 
days, a number have literally un- 
packed their old Red Cross aprons, 
long, voluminous affairs, and gone 
to work again in the same spa- 
cious parish hall of the Second 
Congregational Church in West 
Newton, where the Red Cross unit 
is meeting until the close of the 
calendar year, then will be trans- 
ferred to the neighboring First 
Unitarian Church in West New- 
ton for the rest of the winter and 
spring season. This arrangement 
balances the expense invplved for 
the two churches co-operating in 
offering facilities to this commu- 
nity activity. 

The Soldiers’ Aid Society of 
West Newton functioned from 
1916-19, beginning with work for 
tho National Guard at the Mexi- 
can border and continuing through 
the United States’ participation 
in the World War until after the 
Armistice. Meanwhile the society 
was absorbed by the Red Cross 
but continued to do work besides 
for tbe Fund for French Wound- 
ed. Italian War Relief, Hospital 
at Grenoble, France, Emergency 
Hospital, in addition to work for 
the base hospital at Camp Dev- 
ons, and for Newton’s own Com- 
pany C. To this day many of the 
original workers have continued 
their humanitarian activities 
through the Community Service 
Club, which was the permanent 
outgrowth of this war effort. 

Business men of West Newton 
aided financially and some of them 
a.ssisted at evening Rod Cross ses- 
sions. Miss Adele Fairbrother, 
now Mrs. Frederick Johnson, 
served as a nurse in France, and 
the late Miss Alice Wing, sister 
of Daniel Wing, Boston banker, 
was overseas with the Y. W. C. A. 

Of that early band of volun- 
teers in the Soldiers’ Aid Society, 
Mrs. Arthur G. Hosmer, president, 
regrets that her present state of 
health will not permit her to at- 
tend Red Cross sessions now. 

Mrs. Charles A. Wyman, chair-

Boy Scout Troop Buys Defense Bond 


Has Lead Over All 
Mass Cities of Its

Continuing to compile a satis- 
factory accident record during the 
month of December there is ev- 
ery indication that Newton will 
for the second consecutive year 
win the annual highway safety 
contest, in its population class, 
sponsored by the Massachusetts 
Safety Council. During 1941 New- 
ton has won the top position 
monthly in eight of the eleven 
months and leads its nearest ri- 
vals by a large margin. 

The November report issued re 
cently gave the Garden City its 
'.ughth top place among the eight 
cities in Class 2. During the month 
Newton set an accident point rate 
of 38.6 per 100.000 population as 
against that of Holyoke, second 
in rating, of 55.8 per 100,000. 
Newton had no fatalities, 41 per- 
sons injured, 27 collisions and 27 
accident points. 

Other cities in Class 2, ranging 
from 50,000 to 100,000 in popula- 
tion, are Brockton, Malden, Quin- 
cy, Lynn, Lawrence and Medford.

A Difficult Decision for Youth 


Hundreds of our Newton youths are fac- 
ing one of the most difTicult decisions that 
will ever be presented to them. Their 
country is at war. the safety of their homes 
is threatened, their future happiness must 
be bought at a tremendous price by thous- 
ands of their fellow citizens. Their patriot- 
ism is challenged, yet how best can they pre- 
pare themselves to meet the demands which 
will be made upon them. For there is every 
indication that the war will be a long one and 
every patient sacrifice that is made will 
count many times the impulsiveness that 
youth sometimes knows. 

The school committee has voted to award 
diplomas to those youths who are qualified 
to receive their graduation certificates on 
April 1st, should they decide to enlist in the 
armed forces of the country. The school 
committee points out to these youths that 


this is the only opportunity they will ever 
have to complete a fundamental education. 
They point out that such an education is of 
vast importance in the husbanding and com- 
bining of our efforts to win a war which may 
require years of stress and strain. 

Nearly twenty-five years ago we were in 
the same position and had the same prob- 
lems to decide that these youths of today 
now have. We saw our classmates, our 
friends, and our “heroes” make the supreme 
sacrifices. We were among those who strove 
to readjust ourselves to the changed condi- 
tions at the close of the war. We honored 
those whoso glorious deeds still live in mem- 
ory. We undertake in no way to prescribe 
the course that youth today should follow. 
There are circumstances surrounding every 
individual case which bear upon the .prob- 
lem and it oecomes a personal one with each 
and every youth.

Interest in this survey of 
workers w'ho have volunteered

Of the younger generation, there 
are a few of the younger and 
young matron age, but it is. for 
the most part, the gallant older 
generation which is still carrying 
on through tw’o World Wars,' 

Whether a.s.sisting on Red Cross 
days in West Now’ton. or at pro- 
duction headquarters in Newfon- 
ville or elsewhere, no doubt all 
of tho.se formerly active and still 
living are doing w'hat they are 
still able to do in active Red 
Cross work, or knitting at home, 
or contributing financially to the 
Red Cro.ss roll call. In the past 
as in the present, many women 
have and are helping in all three 
ways, in production, knitting and 
through membership. 

All in all. it is an amazing rec- 
ord of continued loyalty to Red' 
Cro.ss and faith in the future as 
Well as the past of the America 
we all love. It is the mothers 
and wives and sisters of the men 
in military senico who are thus 
carrying on behind the lines, mak- 
ing .surgical dressings for the 
w’oundf'd soldiers, sailors or m'’- 
rines in combat, and for bombed 
civilians, and making knitted gar- 
ments and w’oarlng apparel for al’ 
other unfortunate victims of. war 
wherever located. 

The American Red Cross is a 
humanitarian society for civilian 
w'ar service and its volunteers are 
the women of the country, Thes'^ 
comprise a pow’crful army of duti- 
ful women, whoso love of country 
is combined in sendee with love i 
for their owm near and dear ones 
in uniform, in the service of their 
owm or allied forces. 

The West Newton unit of the 
New'ton Chapter of the Metropoli- 
tan Boston Red Cross, is but a 
typical example of American R('d 
Cross groups all over the land.

Commander 
Appeals To 
Employers 


Captain George F. Henrikus, 
commander of Company C. 23rd 
Infantry, State Guard of Newton, 
appealed today to employers of 
members of that unit to make 
every effort to find way of easing 
the financial burden caused by 
their call to active service for 
guard duty last week in Somer- 
ville. 

Captain Henrikus asked that, if 
at all possible, the men be given 
full pay and, if that were not pos- 
sible, the dilTerencc between their 
state pay and their regular wages. 
Some employers, he added, already 
have a.ssurod their employees they 
would receive full pay for the throe 
days they were on duty. The com- 
pany performed guard duty over 
two drawbridges and a large rail- 
road freight yard from midnight 
Wednesday to 10 a. m. Saturday. 

In his appeal, the commander 
said: “Since C Company was or- 
ganized on a temporary basis in 
January (it was accepted by the 
state on March 17) those men 
have given unselfishly of their time 
and labor. They have received 
not one cent for their Armory 
duty. Many of them, especially 
the non-commissioned officers, 
have given two or more nights 
a week. Practically all of them 
have gone to the state rifle range. 
They did all this to make them- 
selves better soldiers. They pur- 
chased summer uniforms out of 
their own pockets when it ap- 
rieared the state issue would be 
late in arriving. In short, they 
did everything they could to per- 
R*(*t themselves In the new mi’- 
lOianics of warfare, to the f>nd 
lh(*y might belter serve you and 
your neighbor, if called on. 

“Last Wedne.sday they respond- 
« cl to tin* call cheerfully. Th(*r(* 
was no grumbling. All took the 
altitude: There’s a job to do; 
let’s do it right.’ Day and night, 
in cold anil once in a chilling 
rain, they walked their posts, 
guarding the bridges through 
which vital supi)li(*s had to puss 
and railroad tracks ovi*r which 
needed foods rolled into New F!ni;- 
land. They were protecting you. 
F’or that service, the state will 
pay them 81.55 a day. At this 
particular time of the year any 


financial sacrifice means hardship 
to many of these men and their 
families. I think if you under- 
stand just what they did do that 
you will gladly co-operate to make 
their lot just a bit easier. 

“At the present time I antici- 
pate no further calls of this na- 
ture, at least not in the near fu- 
ture. Please try to pay your em- 
ployees in full or, failing that, 
help them over the rough spots 
in some manner which will not 
bring hardship to yourself. 

“These men are trying to do 
their bit. I ask you to help them. 
At this critical moment the city, 
state and nation needs them. By 
helping them financially, you will 
be doing your part in our nation’s 
defcn.se plan.”
